29.—The 
revised 
covenant of the League of Nations 
was adopted by the plenary ses­ 
sion of the peace conference last 
afternoon 
without 
division 
and 
without amendment. 
The covenant 
had been moved by President Wil­ 
son. 
Presentation of the amended cov­ 
enant by President Wilson marked 
the opening of the session. 
The 
president then explained the b ili­ 
ous alterations. 
The president moved 
that 
the 
powers 
name 
representatives 
to 
form a committee of nine to pre­ 
pare plans to organize the league 
and establish the seat of the league. 
President Wilson, in his speech 
explaining 
th* 
revised covenant, 
said that Sir Erie 
Drummond, 
of 
Great Britain, had been named as 
the first secretary general crf the 
league. 
Regarding the composition of Urn 
executive 
council, 
Hie 
president 
said that Belgium, Brazil. Greece 
and Spain would be represented on 
the council, in addition to tin* five 
great powers, until 
a 
permanent 
choice had been made. 
The president said it was not 
necessary lo emphasize the signi­ 
ficance of Hie great covenant ami 
the hopes entertained that a con­ 
ference of the free nations of the 
world 
would 
maintain justice in 
their international 
relations 
and 
peace between the nations. 
Baron Makino, head of the Jap­ 
anese delegation, in a speech at the 
plenary session, said he regretted 
the omission from the covenant of 
a racial equality clause. 
Japan, he 
added, was obliged to revert to her 
original position on this question. 
Baron Makino 
announced 
that 
the effort would be continued to 
have 
the 
racial 
equality clause 
adopted as a part of the covenant. 
The Japanese 
statesman 
added 
that he felt it his duty' to declare 
the poignant regret of the Japanese 
delegation over the failure of the 
League of Nations committee to do 
justice 
to 
the Japanese demand 
which was based on a deep rooted 
national conviction. 
Baron Makino spoke after Pres­ 
ident Wilson and said he regretted
